Hearing of Habeas Corpus Case 
Will Proceed Next Monday 
at Montreal

OLEBROOK, N.H., Bept. 10.-— 
C Harry K. Thaw, fugitive from 
Matteawan, slept on American 
soil tonight barricaded in a hotel room 
here, after one of the most exciting 
days in his career. Thrust unexpect- 
edly over the Canadian border early 
today by the immigration authorities 
despite the writ of habeas corpus le- 
manding his production before the 
court of King’s Bench in Montreal next 
Monday, he was for three hours a fre 
man and during that time drove mad- 


ly in an automobile for fifty miles 
through the hills of Vermont and 
New Hampshire. Near noon he 


ran into the arms of a New Hamp- 
shire sheriff and was brought to Co:- 
brook where he retained counsel to ce- 
State’s case at once 

W. T. Jerome's two-car special roil- 
ed into the station at 11:05 o'clock 
tonight, It carried two passengers, 
Jerome and Franklin Kennedy, dep- 


uty attorney general of New York. 
They will assume charge of the 
Crown's case at once. 
‘Wilt Hear Application. 
At 9:20 tomorrow morning Judge 
Chamberiain, of the Superior Court, 


will hear the applications of Thaw's 
lawyers for a writ of habeas corpus 
Thaw himself issued this statement 


tonight: “What occurred under the 
Engush flag this morning is som:- 
thing I can’t discuss, but we believe 


good Canadians will do what is right. 
Now I have come to New Hampshire, 
but oniy on my difficult way home to 
Pennsylvania. 

“There is no honest legal charge 
against me and we trust New Hamp- 
shire will not accept any subterfuge 
from a tew officials of a larger stato. 

“We hope citizens of New Hamp- 
shire who won't be bluffed, will ass:st 
the governor. (Signed)

The writ will oe 
returned; those to whom it was js- 
sued will either produce the body ot 
Thaw as required by the court orde-, 
or they will advance reasons for then 
failure to do so for the considera- 
tion of their lordships.

This would Lead to More Even 
Marketing of the Year's 
Crop

INNIPEG, Sept. 10.—That the 
W wheat crop of 1918 will total 
200,000,000 bushels was the 
statement made by Andrew Kelly, re- 
tiring president of the Grain Exchange 


at the annual meeting of the Grain 
Exchange today, In the course of 
{his address, Mr. Kelly said: 


| “If the farmers could be educated 

to provide storage for fifty per cent. 
of the grain they produce it would be 
of great benefit to the Western prov- 
inces, 

“We have just about finished har- 
vesting the crop of 1913 which is con- 
ceded to be a record one so far as 
quality and quantity is concerned. 1 
expect our wheat crop will run well 

200,000,000 bushels, oats about 

same as last year and barley

However, he states that the govern- 
ment was considering the establish- 
ment of a sample market and allow- 
ing milling under certain conditions, 
This could be of great benefit to the 
farmers.

Radford was a former newspaper man 
and magaizne writer in New York, In 
the spring of 1909 he announced his 
intention from New York of making a 
trip from Bdmonton north, His ulti- 
mate destination was to have been the 
North Pole. This was before Perry 
located it, The despatches from New 
York at that time declared that Rad- 
ford would leave Edmonton in July— 
mid-summer---by @cg train and snow- 
shoes for the north. For provisions, 
he said he would carry only a few 
cases of malted chocolate and concen- 
trated food. 
Didn't Need Dog Train. 


When he arrived in Edmonton he 
found he would noi require snow- 
shoes and dog-train to make the jour- 
ney north from here in July, and he 
cutfitted in the city. A large part ot 

| bis baggage consisted of various kinds 
j of rifles, shot guns and ammunition, 

! Radford was a member of 4 number 
j of the natural history organizations of 


the United States, among others the 
American Bison Association, Ile 
secured from the government here, 


before going north, permission to ob- 
tain a specimen of the wood bison in 
the north, and in the winter of 1909- 


10, which he spent at Fort Smith. he 
did secure & magnificent specimen, 
which he brought to the city in” the 


following spring, and iater shipped to 
New York. 
Across Barren Lands 

He returned north in 1510 and win- 
tered at Smith’s Landing. In the 
spring of 1910-11, together with 
Street, he started on an overland trip 
across the Barren Lands to Chester- 
field Inlet, on the shores of Hudson 
Bay. The two men expected to spend 
che winter of 1911-12 at Bake Lake, 
which empties into Chesterfield Inlet. 

Walle in the city, in 1910, Radfora 
ivied to engage the services as guide 
and companion of Hubert Darrell, the 
explorer, who was reported this week 
to have perished in the vicinity of 
tferschell Island, in the winter of 
1910-11. He was unable to make 
arrangements with Darell. 

George Street, who accompanied 
Radford on his ill-fated journey, wat 
well-known in Ottawa and came of an 
excellent family in that city. 

Arctic Club Doubts Story. 

New York, Sept. 10—Members of 
the Arctic club here are surprised at 
the report of the murder of H. V. 
acford of New York, and George 
Street, of Ottawa, by Eskimes. it 
would be one of the first instances vf 
savagery among the Eskimos, they 
say. A letter written by Radford on 
June Oth, 1912, the day le is said to 
have been killed, was received yester- 
day. ‘The latter was forwarded froza 
Bathurst Inlet by the same Eskimo 
chief who brought the news of the 
alleged murder of the two white men 
to the northwest mounted police,

CHINA READY TO GIVE 
JAPAN WHAT SHE ASKS 


Repression of Anti-Japanese Ont-

he was assaulted by Chinese soldiers, 
The soldiers, .ccording to the report, 
, took from him the Japanete flag and

The situation in Nanking apparent- 
ly does nol alarm the Peking govern- 
ment, The Chinese officials, realiz- 
ing the country's feebleneas, expresy 
a willingness to accede to any de- 
mands that Japan may make. The 
authorities, however, seem unable to 
prevent the prevailing anti-Japanese 
feeling from breaking out occasional- 
ly.

subjects in Nanking recently, but it
